Can  be  sown  broadcast 
or  drilled  in.  Seed  should  not  be  covered  up  very  deep.  Can  be  sown  Spring 
or  Fall.  If  sown  in  the  Spring  we  recommend  sowing  a nurse  crop  in  order 
to  check  the  weeds  until  the  Alfalfa  is  nicely  started.
